The Superintending School Committee would respectfully submit the follow- 
ry ing Report of the two Districts which have been entrusted to his supervision :— 


DISTRICT No: :¥. 


Bue castox—Mics¥A nnic C. Robinson, Teacher. Length of session, 
; 19 weeks ; whole number of scholars, 56 ; average attendance, 47. 

The teacher sustained a thorough examination, and the school opened under 
favorable auspices. But she was too young and inexperienced for a school of 
this size andimportance. At the close the number of scholars was small, and 
the Committee could not,see evidences of so much improvement as he had rea- 
son to expect. 

Winter Session—Mr. Taylor B. Fletcher, Teacher. Length of session, 8 
weeks ; whole number, 34— average, 32. 

ike the teacher of the Summer session, Mr. Fletcher was altogether too in- 
experienced for the school. In addition to this he lacked exceedingly in the ar- 
ticle of good common sense. He proved himself unfit for his responsible trust. 
After a short session of eight weeks the school closed abruptly,and was a failure. 


DISTRICT No. 2. 


Summer Srssion— Miss Mary F. Green, Teacher. Length of session, 20 
weeks ; whole number, 54; average, 353. ° 
Miss Green brought to the school a combination of the elements of a good 
teacher— experience, cheerfulness, firmness, industry, good common sense and 
gacr. ‘The school during its progress and at the close showed that they had not 
been employed to no purpose. ‘The Register returned by her at the close of the 
session was the most complete of any the Committee has seen for the two years 
’ @. past. : 
7 Winter Session.—-Teachers, Rev. E. D. Eldredge and Mr. Emery Brown. 
Length of session, 14 weeks ; whole number, 44; average. 82. 


Mr. E.’s health failed when the session was nearly half through. Mr. Brown, 
tho’ his first experience in teaching, showed in a remarkable degree that peculiar

GENERAL REMARKS. | ae 
The remarks of the Superintending Committee in one of the towns in our 
. State a year or two since, appear so appropriate that your Committee would re- _ . 
commend a consideration of them rather than anything he can say. They say, 
“In the case of each district a fair provision has been made for the training of 
the young. But there has been—as there must ever be under the present sys- 
tem of supervision—great lack of unifor mity in the character of the different 
schools. Some have been so good as to preclude the necessity of any resort to 
private teachers or academies. A few have been so bad that the time and money | 
expended on them have been wasted. Jt is not in the power of tlie Superin- 
tending Committee to remedy these defects without a more thorough and hearty 
co-operation on the part of the parents and friends of the pupils than they have 
in some eases received. It cannot be too strongly impressed upon -the minds of 
the legal voters in our different districts, that the responsibility for the character 
_ and usefulness of their schools rests mainly on them. This responsibility may . 
be met: jhe ta 
1. By greater care in the selection of the Prudential Committee. The batt mae. 
man in the district, whatever his politics or religion may be, should be assigned 
to this responsible position and held to a strict pane for the faithful diss 34 “T 
charge of its duties.

* %* * Parents and friends of the scholars must see to it that their mental 
and moral culture is entrusted to none but competent hands. Re! 
3* The authority of those teachers must be enforced by home discipline. Pa- 
rents must realize themselves and strive to impress upon their children the im- 
portance of regular attendance, courteous deportment and studious habits during 
the sessions of the school- The weight of their influence must be thrown in fa- 
vor of “the powers that be.” ‘Their interest in teacher and scholars, and their 
estimation of the privilege of a common school education must be clearly and 
unhesitatingly shown. ‘Then our schools will be what they should be. When- 
ever your Committee have been disappointed in the character and progress ofa 
school, it has been owing to a want of care in the selection of a® teacher, or a 
want of interest in staying up a competent téacher’s hands. anise evils they oe 
are permitted to indicate; but they have no power to correct them.” :
